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2. It has been requested that there be allowed emergency storage 
in the United States of household effects of civilian staff employees 
under normal army cover (presumably civilian) on PCS orders at the 
places referred to. CIA has specific statutory authority to pay such 
charges for an employee who is abroad under orders and assigned to a 
post which, because of emergency conditions, he cannot take or at which
